ll munerative business or employment, lf a Judge is unable to make 
S such certificate, it may be made by his personal representative or 
I by a physician having knowledge of the facts. 
Providing, That 
| no compensation shall be paid under this Act for any period during 
H which said Judge is engaged in any remunerative business or em- 
■ ployment.”

These provisions make payment absolutely dependant upon the 
S monthly certificate from the Jud ge and upon the faet that he is not 
J engaged in any remunerative business or employment.

His family has no standing to accept 
U the pension, and no payment could be made by the state treasurer
